Who says you can’t fight city hall? 

The residents of a 40-home neighborhood located 
one block north of the Montclair Plaza proved they 
could do just that and win, too. 

It took six weeks of attending Montclair Planning 
Commission meetings until a specific plan and zone 
change submitted by Citizen Savings and Loan was 
denied by that panel Monday night. 

The zone change to allow a commercial facility 
brought the residents in the isolated neighborsood, 
bordered on the south by Moreno Street, on the east 
by Fremont Avenue, on the north by Olive Street 
and on the west by Lindero Avenue, out of their 
homes and into city hall. 

Residents said their freedom to live their own 
lives was being usurped.-Nobody likes being told you 
have tomove. 

A classic city hall 
thing where you feel you can’t win ... but I guess we 
did,” said homeowner Cindy Hanson. 

The proposal involved construction of a 6,000- 
square-foot building on the corner of Fremont 
Avenue and Moreno Street. The rest of the residen- 
tial properties would be untouched. 

City Planner Jimmy Lai explained that this
